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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
To  the  Members  of  the  Stark  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  consideration  my  third 
annual  report  of  the  Stark  school. 

This  year,  we  are  maintaining  the  same  number  of 
schools  as  last  year,  viz :  Emerson,  Village,  Percy  and 
Crystal.  There  are  but  seven  pupils  in  the  Emerson 
school  while  all  the  others  are  well  filled.  In  fact,  the 
village  school  is  somewhat  crowded.  The  teacher  of 
the  Village  school  is  Alice  D.  Morrill,  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Normal  School. 

The  pupils  who  completed  the  work  of  the  eighth 
grade  last  June  were :  Phyllis  Rogers,  Francis  Gil- 
bert, Theda  Jerome,  Rose  Emerson,  Philip  Oakes  and 
Kenneth  Gibson. 

There  are  ten  pupils  registered  in  the  eighth  grade 
this  year.  If  all  of  these  enter  high  school  in  Septem- 
ber, the  high  school  tuition  will  be  increased  consid- 
erably over  the  present  years  as  we  have  but  three 
high  school  pupils  in  the  twelfth  grade. 

The  school  census,  taken  last  September,  showed 
that  there  were  101  people  in  town  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  sixteen  and  that  84  of  these  were  regis- 
tered in  the  local  public  schools. 

Last  September  there  were  registered  in  high 
schools  fifteen  pupils.     Some  of  these  have  left  school. 

Two  transportation  routes  have  been  maintained 
this  year,  viz :  one  at  Crystal  school  and  one  at  the 
Village  school.  Pupils  who  live  more  than  two  miles 
from  the  schools  to  which  they  have  been  assigned 
are  transported. 

Some  new  seats  have  been  purchased  for  the  Vil- 
lage and  Percy  schools.  More  are  needed  in  these 
schools. 

The  ceiling  at  the  Village  school  was  lowered  and 
the  wood  shed  and  toilets  connected  with  the  main 
building.     The  changes  make  the  building  much  more 
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comfortable  for  the  pupils.  The  roof  and  chimney 
were  repaired.  Minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  all 
buildings  so  as  to  keep  them  in  good  condition. 

The  blackboards  at  Crystal  should  be  changed  and 
some  more  added.  More  closet  space  should  be  pre- 
pared for  books  and  supplies. 

The  teachers  have  had  entertainments  of  different 
kinds  and,  with  money  earned,  have  secured  special 
things  that  they  wanted  for  their  various  rooms. 

The  teachers  are  doing  some   good  work  in  the 
schools  and  by  our  cooperation  they  will  be  able  to 
do  still  better.    I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  and 
are  co-operating  to  make  our  schools  successful.
